W ashington, Feb. 12.—The senate 
by a vote of 47 to 34 adopted the Rob­ 
inson resolution 4 re questing President 
Coolidge to demand the resignation of

Demo ratio senator*, who voted solid­ 
ly for the resolution, to override the 
Republican regulars. 
The resolution 
roads:

u.ately request the resignation of Ed- 
wm S. Denby as secretary of

navy." 
A preamble quotes from the Walsh 
cancellation resolution adopted Jan. 
31, which said tho oil leases signed 
by Mr. Denby were made in “violation 
of law and under circumstances indi­ 
cating corruption.” 
The vote fellowed debate that ex­ 
tended over several day**. 
Senator 
I aa Follette, who t^poke just before the 
close, said that 
President Coolidge 
wot) in part responsible for th© oil 
lease scandal. 
He declared “the ad­ 
m inistration of President Coolidge is 
employing the same tactics in this 
case that the administration of Pres­ 
ident Taft employed in the Ballinger 
case,” and declared 
the 
Ballinger 
cace brought about Republican defeat 
and prophesied the same fate for the 
Coolidge adm inistration if it contin­ 
ued “hiding behind a paper barri­ 
cade of legal technicalities.” 
LaFollette demanded the resigna­ 
tion of Dehby and scouted all argu­ 
ments that it was 
not within the 
proper province of the senate to ask 
for it. 
“Albert B. Fall must bear

CHAINED TO BED 


Shrieks From Lonely Farm 
Frighten French Villagers. 


It was on the day of Toussaint, 
somber holiday which France conse­ 
crates to her dead, that tile sim­ 
ple villagers of Change, near Le Mans, 
became aware that their placid village 
harbored tragedy.

For 
sheer horror the tale of the Bommerts 
is rarely equaled these days, 
Marie 
was found chained to her bed by three 
great Iron chains, uttering the terrible 
incoherencies of the insane. 
The old 
man was cursing drunkenly. The old 
woman prayed. 
And all this at sun­ 
set on a day when the village dead are 
supposed to rise from their graves. No 
wonder the simple townsfolk were 
afraid, and lugged their whimpering 
children away from the solitary farm, 
with Its thatched roof and shabby win­ 
dows ominously barred. 
The police took Bommert out, foam­ 
ing, cursing, to the Jail at Le Mans. 
(in the way he pulled one of the heavy 
bars from out the window, as easily 
as if it had been paper. 
His wife 
prayed. 
The gendarmes seized her to 
make her give up the keys with which 
were fastened the chains that bound 
Marie to the bed. She only shook her 
head and prayed more.

Finally they loosed the uufhrtunnte 
girl by filing away the chains. 
She 
could say nothing coherent. She hasn’t 
been able to talk for years.

-enough for the quite rural officials, 
who themselves were apparently a bit 
awed by this wretched household, to 
learn that Marie had been insane 14 
years. 
Thirteen years ago she had a 
young cavalier, with whom she used 
to go to village fetes and danced with 
on holidays. 
It win an innocent af­ 
fair. 
After a time Marie sent him 
away, tolling her mother, with a per­ 
emptory shrug of her shoulders, that 
she was not yet ready to marry. 
The young man left Change, asking 
Marie please to let him know if she 
would 
reconsider. 
Then 
he would 
come back, he told her. as would any 
young man In love. 
A year passed 
•md Marie never let him known 
Ho 
married. 
"It wa* a year later that he led a 
girl in Le Mans to the altar" mut­ 
tered the mother, her eyes sullenly 
fixed on the stone floor. “She was one 
day out In the fields, sowing. 
Then 
the thing came. 
She wanted to run 
away, far, after some one." 
Mother Tells of Fear. 
Suddenly the obi woman looked up 
fiercely, her small blue eyes gleaming. 
The persistent laughing monotone of 
Marie, 
nursing 
her 
scarred 
legs, 
seemed to Inspire her to frenzy. 
Her 
voice became eat: *r, like a child. 
“She Is not humun. my Marie,’’ whis­ 
pered the old w man; "she is not one 
of us. 
She has visions. 
She knows 
what we do not. 
I might tell you. 
Always she wants to go away, away 
with her visions. 
When we put her 
on the bed and chained her it was to 
Veep her from going to her friends 
above.* 
Escaped Twenty Time*. 
Marie had been chained to the lied 
three mouths. 
Before that 
20 times 
she had escaped and 20 times she had 
been brought back by Bommert, found 
wandering 
barefoot 
in 
the 
fields. 
Twice she had been taken to the in­ 
sane asylum at Le Mans, hut because 
the BonitnerfM couldn’t pay lier board 
she had been sent back. 
Once when Bommert wasn’t drunk 
he had found the chains and the iron 
bars and put them in place. Then they 
had lifted Marie up to the bed, where 
for three solid months, according to 
her mother, she had walled constant­ 
ly, driving the rest of them to the bor­ 
der line of Insanity. 
Bommert now’ is In prison. Marie is 
on the eve of entering the asylum once 
more, this time for good. 
The old 
woman has for the present the cot­ 
tage to herself, 
Very much so since 
credulous townsfolk 
steer clear of 
Felix Bommert’s place.

“But Kabul is not known to travel­ 
ers and is devoid of a W estern colony. 
It stands out among world capitals be­ 
cause of its discrim ination between 
the things of the W est and the people 
of the West. 
8ome years ago it ex­ 
tended un exploratory toe, so to speak, 
into the sea of civilization to test the 
com fort of its tem p eratu re; and it has 
since been wading about ankle deep, 
seemingly not at all sure that it shall 
ever want to take the full plunge as 
id its fellow A siatic states, Jupan 
and Siam.
